Tho Lufluence of Christianlly on 
Modern Civilization. 


Few men who are not cither 
priests or monks, would not have 
preferred to live in the best days of 
the Athenien or of thea Roman ‘res 
publics, in the age of Augustus or ih 
the ages of the Antonines, rather 
than at any period that elapsed bc- 
tween the triumph of Christianity 
and the fourteenth century, 

In the first two centuries of tho 
Christian Church the moral eleva- 
tion wes extremely high, and was 
continually appealed to as a proof 
of the divinity of the creed. In the 
century before the conversion of 
Constantine, a marked depression 
was already manifest, Tho twocen- 
turies after Constautine are uni- 
formly represented by the Fathers 
as a period of general and scandal- 
ous vice, The ecclesiastical civili- 
zation that tollowed, though not 
without its, distinctive merits, as- 
Suredly supplies no justification of 
the common boast about the regen- 
eration of society by the Church, ; 

That the civilization of tho last 
three centuries has risen in most 
respects to a higher level than any 
that lad preceded it, I at least firme 
Jy believe; but theological ethics, 
though very’ important, form but 
one of the many and complex ele- 
ments of its excellence, Mechanic- 
al inventions, the habits of indus- 
trialism, the discoveries of physicak 
science, the improvements of gov- 
ernment, the expansion of ljtera- 
ture, the traditions of Pagan antiq- 
uity, bave all a distinguished place, 
while the moro fully its history is 
investigated, the more clearly two 
capital traths are disclosed. The 
tirat is-that the influene of theology 
having for centuries numbed and 
paralyzed the whole intellect of 
Christian Europe, the revival, which 
forms the starting-point of our mod- 
ern civilization, was mainly due to 
the fact that two spheres of intellect 
sull remained uncontrolled by the 
sceptre of Uathuliciam, The Pazan 
literature of antiquity, and the Mo- 
hammedan schools of science, were 
the chief agencies in resuscitating 
the dormant energies of Christen- 
dom. The second fact which I have 
‘elsewhere endeavored to establish 
in detail, is that during more than 
three centuries the decadence of 


‘theological influence has been one 


of the most invariable signs and 
measures of cur progress In med- 


jicine, physical science, commercial 


interests, politics and even ethics, 
the reformer has been confronted 
with theological affirmations which 


all defended as.of vital importance, 
and wero all in turh: compelled to 
yield before the secilarizing inti. 
ences of civilization. -From Lecky’s 
llistory of European Morals,

the poor to have light by night and 
air by day, Something of the priv- 
ilezes of tho heavens above and tho 
carth beneath belong to every citi- 
zen, and tho city ought to mako such 
wovision that they shall not be 

locked up and taken away "by the 
stealthy steps either of commerce or 
of perverted industries.

When on the 20th of September, 286, 
wewere arrested upon the charge of 
“living together av man and wife with- 
out being married,” we expected, as we 
had the right to’expect, that all Anarch- 
ists wonld denounce the outrage and do 
all possible to assist us. We had not 
then, nor have we since, violated any 
Avarchistic prinoiple. We demed 
then as wo deny now, and os we have all 
the time denied, the assumed right of the 
Btatotointerfere in our relatfons, We 
anvounced that union because it was 
convenient soto do, To so announce it 
was our natural right. It was conven- 
jont to so announce it, because, ina 
provicial town like Valley Falls, it would 
have been foolish to attempt to keep ‘it 
secret. We were working together and 
we desired to live together. That de- 
siro was natural and right, A. Warren 
to the contrary notwithstanding. We 
knew that, so living, if the wish to 
prosecute us existed, the means would 
bo found, sooner or later, very soon, we 
believed. We wore satisfied that the 
wish existed. . Wo held also to the doo- 
triue that sex relations sans law and 
gospel can inure to the bonefit of the 
raco ouly when known to the race, and 
s0, while admitting and defending the 
right of clandestine relations, we do not 
deom them the most plensunt nor the 
most useful. Hence, we pursued the 
courso that has been so unsparingly 
criticised by somo of our brethron. But 
our line of defense added fuel to the 
flame, We said that we were married. 
So we still say. Marriage 18 the love 
union of the sexes. Call the union by 
some other name if you will. It isnot 
material, Names are not vital. This 
love union of tho sexes was prior aud 
is paramount to all statutes. It isa 
natural fact and its actualization is á 
natural right. Wo affirmed our right to 
Cnoosr and to Contracr. We ssid that 
consent is ESSENTIAL in all sex unions 
and we pointed prosscuting attornoys 
and judges to the statutes which say the 
samo, aud to the decisions of almost in- 
numerable courts which have eaid that 
it is run essential. Some of thoso courts 
had said, as we say, that tho law did not 
create marriage, and that it could not 
declare void marriages of consent even 
when entered into without any of the 
logal forms, 

Woknew, and we so saidio réply to 
our Avarchistio critics, that we should 
beheld tothe duties and the bearing of 
the responsibilities of marriage in any 
event, and wo naturally aud properly 
claimed, when attacked, iho protection 
ofthe marriage stato, that is, immunity 
from prosecution. ‘The oveut has jus- 
tifled our prediction, Says the Supreme 
Court of Kansas in its syllabus: 

lst, “Tho mutual present nssent to 
immediate marriage by persons capablo 
of assuming that relation is sufficient to 
constitute marriage at common law, and 
such a marriage will be sustained in 
this state where ils validity ia directly 
drawn in question.” Italics are ours. 
“Whore ita validity is dirootly drawn in 
question?” Bunt its validity was di- 
rectly drawn in question in our case. 
Wo wore prosecuted for “livivg together 
as man and wife without being married to 
onch other”? We claimed that we were 
married, the whole battle (legal battle) 
was upon this very point, and yet the 
Supreme Court has the hardihood to say 
that the legality of consensual marriages 
was not “drawn in question.” No, the 
court could not escape the conclusion that 
consesual marriages aro valid and so it 
dodpes tho question by saying that their 
legality will be admitted when “directly 
drawn in question, saying, by inference, 
what it did not daro say directly, that it 
was not “drawn in quostion” in our caso, 
in brief, we aro prosecuted for living 
togethor without being married,” we are 
admitted to be married, inferontially, at 
all ovents, and, we think, directly, (vide 
thia syllabus and Chief Justica Horton's 
opinion) aud we are punished for enter- 
ing tho relation “in disregard of tho pro- 
acribedd statutory requirements,’ an 
“offense” with which we wero not charg- 
ed. Anent this tho syllabus says: 


3rd. “Punishment may bo inilictod 
upon those who enter the marriage rela- 
tion in disregard of the prescribed statu. 
tory requirements without renderding the 
marricge itself void.” 


Su we were arrested for one thing, 
which it is now admitted is nota crime, 
and punished for something else! And 
Judge Horton says that wo are per- 
petually liable to punishment for our 
informal way of getting married, al- 
though he the same as says that wo 
are married, Concerning the latter 
point, the Chief Justice says: 

“Ido not say nordo I intend to in- 


timate that a ‘consensual marriage’ is 
uot valid, but the legislature has the 
tight to require parties assnming the 


marriage relation to have the marriage 
entered into publicly, and a record 
made ofthe same. This I think the 
purposo of tbe statutory regulations, 
Vhatever commands the State may give 
respecting a formal marriage, the courts 
ugually hold a marriage ‘at common law 
be good, notwithstanding the atatuta, 
unless it contains express words of nul- 
lity; yet persons marrying without con- 
forming to tho statutory requirements 
may be punished, altuough the marriage 
itself be valid.” 


Justice Horton .can, of course, 
casuistically arguetbat it is right sud 
Jegal to punish a person for his way of 
entering into a relation which “the 
courts usually bold” “to be good,” but 
how can he, as a good lawyer (not 
necessarily asa just one) hold legal the 
inflictiou of the pains and penalties of a 
given “misdemeanor” upon persons who 
huva not been (legally) ‘charged with 
that misdemeanor? And more than thie, 
how can he, aaa constitutional Jawyer, 
forget the constitutional provision that 
no person shall be twice put in jeopardy 
of lite and liberty for the same offense? 
He and his associates say that we are 
punished for not entering the marriage 
relation in accordance with the “pre- 
scribed statutory requirements, This 
being true, then the one punishment in- 
flicted wonld bo ali that could bein- 
flicted upon us, But no, says Mr, Hor- 
ton, you are perpetually liable to 
punishment for ore offensa. Hear him: 

“For purposely and publicly defying 
tha law enacted for their benefit, and the 
beneit of their offspring,, if they have 
Ruy, they are now punished, and if they 
persist iu the fnture in living together 
as man and wife, without complyiog 
with the statute, they deserve, and un- 
doubtedly will receive, further punish- 
ment, if criminal proceodings aro insti- 
tuted against them.” 

Was there ever a more monstrous per- 
version of justice and a more contemptu- 
ous trampling of the consfitutional 
guarantees of personal rights? Oartainly, 
our Avarchistic comrades should be 
satisfied with the result of this fight, tor 
again is uninaskod the hideous injustice 
and frightful hypocricy of the State, 
thie time in its judicial department, 

Many of our friends have objectod to 
the employment of counsel. We should 
have proferred to conduct our own case, 
but being unable to procure bail, it was 
impossible for us to personally make use 
of the “required legal processes” which 
Mr, ‘Lucker scemed to favor employing 
when he outlined thé ways und means 
of Auarchistio work. 

WHY WH PAID COSTS. 

No doubt many are wondering why we 
havo paid costs after all our protests 
against payment of such ransom, and 
especially after our declarations in Lu» 
cifor of February 27th, dictated tbrough 
the bara to Mr. Harman, In the first 
plage, wo will say that our opinion is in 
no wise chauged, so far sa the wrong- 
tulnoss of rhe action of the State is cou- 
cerned, Weare victims of superior 
physical force, We were imprisoned 
aud we have been robbed by overwhelm- 
ing numberse The State is not amens- 
ble to the logic of ideas, not immediately, 
only “in the long run.” Like the tiger 
of the jungle, sho has the brute strength 
and she knows just enough to morci- 
lessly useit. So much for that aspect 
of the matter. Next for our rensons for 
paying costs at this time, 

We had heli, in. common with Mr. 
Harman, that tho Sex question was the 
paramount aud vital issue, partly because 
otita intrinsic importance and partly 
because it seemed that itley at the base 
of otber questions. So we were williug to 
endureinthecuuseof woman’ssox emanci~ 
pation, But we kuew then, as now, thats 
that wasthe paramount issue only solovg 
as Pep, Paper, Tongue and Mail were free. 
When freedom of disoussion and investi» 
gation is threatened there is no longer 
any question which can righttully take 
precedence of that,- It becomes TIE 
issue, We loarned of tho arrest of the 
publishers of the paper and wo at once 
decided that we muet go ont and help 
fight the battle for a I’ree Press and In- 
violable Mail, Tho success of the cause 
for which wo lad personally sacrificed 
the most depended upon tho triumph of 
the couse of Free Publication, All om 
torces must be concentrated to defend 
the citadel of the Free Press, Wo waited 
onjy tosse Mr. Harman that wo might 
have tceurate information and until tho 
necessary funds could be raised. We 
felt that wo must not act hastily and in- 
coneiderately, but know fully our ground 
before we made a move. <At Inst we 
knew for a surety that E, O, Walker was 
also wanted, that his name was on the 
warrant along with those of M, and G. 
Harman, Every consideration now 
urged that we should go out as soon a9 
possible, With thnt warrant hanging 
over the head of one of us, every day 
that we remained in jail was a day lost. 
The isaue had to be met some time, aud 


the sooner the better, 


air to-morrow and we shall be surprised 
at E. ©. W. is not immediately rearrested 


But he hopes to give bail and do some 


hard work befpre the trial, and Lillian 
will beat the case or the proof-reading 
table. ‘ 

There is another reason which might 
besufficiont were it needed, but the frst- 
named is all-conclusive. There is an 
old adage to. the effect that you muet 
frst find out ‘what your enemy wants 
you to do and then—notdo it! We are 
of theopinion thatour persecutors would 
much prefer that wə should remain iu 
jal. So long as wearesilent, they think 
that they have made that much clear 
gain, and that they can well afford to 
board ns and pay other expenses. We 
have already cost them, in board, officers 
fees, ete, much more than double the 
amount of costs whicb we pay them for 
our liberty, but they would think noth- 
ing of thut could they keep us heroin- 
definitely and thus make us help to 
erush LUCIFER, for that is now their aim. 
Shall we sid them? No, we will not do 
so. ‘This is what we osked each other, 
and so we answered. 

And aguin, we felt that continued im- 
murement would not ba so useful for 
educational purposes as would be our 
services, though small, in ‘he new field 
where the battle has now been forced by 
the reactionists, The State, through its 
tribunals of miscalled justice, has playod 
its loaded dice, bas shown its “hand,” 
has perpetrated its crimes against the 
individual, and whatever wa might here- 
after be made to autfer, aside from the 
imprisonment itself, would be at the 
hands of petty ofticials and would be 
without special .significance. Arrest 
for one “crime” and punishment for 
something entirely different; several,un- 
limited, puinshments for: one “offense,” 
and that not the ono for which the par- 
ties were arrested, imprisonment for debt 
—tbese are some of the barbarous deeds 
of the boasted “free” State of Kansas. 
This is enough for the present, Wo 
Have‘unmasked the State and compelled 
it to reveal yta inpatesayagery. Now for

much wider now. I have found 
that there is about a hundred times 
more meanness tothe square inch 
in the average Christian character 
than 1 had supposed, I have found 
that the Christians of the Jast quar. 
ter of the Nineteenth Century dif- 
fer from those of the Dark Ages 
chiefly in that the latter had im- 
mensely more sincerity and because 
the absence of the ameliorating in- 
fluences of Infidelity and Science en- 
abled them to use more cruel and

JAIL DELIVERY, 


On Monday evening the ith inst, 
the doors of the Oskaloosa Bastile 
were opened and Lillian and Edwin 
walked out a free man and, a free 
woman, But how?. By the pay- 
ment of one hundred and. thirteen 
dollars and cighty centa—tha 
amount of costs charged by the ofi- 
cials of Jefferson County for their 
trouble in arresting, trying and con- 
victing two peaceable, unoffending 
citizens accused of the crimo of— 
minding their own business, 

And thus the curtain falle, for the 
present at least, upon one of the 
most inexcusable, one of the most 
inhuman, most fiendish outrages 
that ever blackened the history of a 
self-styled civilized people. 

It will beasked, “why this change 
of attitude? Why did you pay 
costs and thus assist your enemies in 
completing the robbery? Why did 
you abandon your oft expressed pol- 
1cy of passive resistance to the pow- 
er of tho invasive and dospotic 
state?” 

The chief reason actuating those 
of us who wero on the outside was 
that wa thought it better to pay a 
ransom in money to a band of rob- 
hers calling themselves tho state, 
rather than to sco twoinnocent lives 
destroyed—wasted away by slow de- 
grees in the dark and narrow con- 
tines of prison cells, 

To avoid repentous, we refer tho 
reader to tho long article written by 
Edwin and Lillian themselves, in 
another place, for the reasons that 
to ns seemed to justify our action, 


It will still be asked why these 
reasons were not acted upon imme» 
diately after the decision of the su- 
preme court became known,—why 
were the prisoners allowed tore- 
main another month in jail? 

One reason is that the writer of 
this wished to make one more appeal 
to the sense of justice and humanity 
of the people of Jefferson county. 
We thought it possible that a few 
weeks’ reflection would have tho 
affect of arousing the public con- 
science to a realization of the enor- 
mity of the crime that had just ro- 
ceived official sanction at the hands 
of the highest Judiciary of Kansas, 
We believed it scarcely possible 
that men and women in their sober 
senses could, on reflection,be willing 
to consign to perpetual imprison 
ment two inoffensive people, one 
of thema girl of only seventeen 
summers, simply bLetause— by the 
adinissions of the court—they bad 
failed to tako tho proper steps to 
secure a record of their marriage. 


Wo were told that the county 
board of commissioners would meet 
on the first Monday in April, Our 
intention was to make a personal 
appeal to them at that time. Mean- 
time we took some pains to ascer- 
tain the drift of publie opinion in 
regard to the matter, From these 
inquiries we became satisfied, that 
while thero was a pretty general 
opinion that Lillian should be re- 
leased with or without payment of 
costs, there wero comparatively few 
who favored the release of Edwin, 
Of the three commissioners, Mr. 
Hicks was noncommittal, the other 
two, Meesrs, Saylor and Finney 
had declared their intention to keep 
both the prisoners in jail as long as 
they lived, in default of payment of 
costs. On Sunday tho grd irst, I 
sought an interview with Mr. Hicks, 
and was by him informed that the 
board would not meet till Monday,the 
llth inst. While treating me civil- 


ly and courteously, Mr. Ilicks gavo 
but little, if any “encouragement to 
hope for favorable action by the 
board atits next meeting. ‘These 
facts, added to the motives men- 
tioned by Edwin and Lillian in this 
issue, decided us to wait no longer, 
but as a choice of evils, submit to 
be robbed of our hard carnings, in 
addition to the weary months de- 
privation of liberty—and thus brin 

the cruelly persecttted and outrage 

onesto the enjoyment of sunlight 
and free air once more. MH. 


FREE AGAIN, 

On Monday, April 4th, just four 
months from the time my sentence 
expired, my father visited me for 
the last time in jail. Owing to the 
unsatisfactéry method of conversa- 
tion those outside were not quite 
sure of what we wanted done, so 
papa asked the Sheriff of Jefferson 
County, Kansas, U. S. A, if he 
could possibly allow me to go out 
and talk with him. ‘The latter re- 
plied that he could and would, 
“Where are yon going to take her?” 
he asked. Papa replied that he 
would go across the street to Mr. 
Hart's." “She dont go to Hart's,” 
declared the sheriff. He would 
kindly allow me to go to his office 
or up in the court room, however, 
and so we went to the Jatter place. 
When we had finished tulking we 
went to thedoorand found it locked 
and His Mite-iness gone. 

Finally he returned and unlocked 
the door and we once more entered 
the jnil where I remained until papa 
and N. IL Harman had paid the 
great state of Kansas for depriving 
us of our constitutioual right to 
“Liberty and the Pursuit of Happi- 
ness.” Perhaps some of our friends 
who think it was rather small in the 
Sheriff of Jefferson County, Kansas, 
U. S. A. to refuse to allow me to 
see ny friends, will be interested to 
know that we did “go to Hart's” 
before we left town. 

The ride of cighteen miles to Val- 
ley Falls was pleasant, indeed. It 
wasn culm, moonlight night, and 
Venus shone brightly “a beacon 
light to guide us.” Reaching home 
late I found the “little mother” well 
and glad to welcome “her girl" 
home again. And oh, how happy 
it made the muther heart to learn 
that after all these weary months 
of waiting, her darling son was once 
more free! Whether or not our 
comingfout has been for the best, 
time will tell. “Past and Present” 
gives our reasons, and it is unneces- 
sary to repeat them here. We want 
to do r ght and we will work for the 
Wight as we sco it, come what may.

NAMES. 

lt is often snid by reformers who 
only see half way around the hori- 
zon of individual rights, that we are 
too iconoclastic, too severe in oppos- 
ing the ideas of those who have 
been rocked in the cradle of Chri-- 
tiunity.

The next point for the Fair, as well ag 
for the fowl cox that juve to scratch for 
a living, is how to get the soil without 
getting badly seratched on barbed wiro 
fences, riddled with cow-boy ballots, or 
broken up by rackrenting laudlords. 

To hava a common gronud with Mr, 
Hovuk, on which to stand, È suppose we 
must beg the question of Government, 
without which the average Awerican 
thinks he woald fy to pieces immedi- 
ately if not suoner 

Well then, GQuyernment existing and 
actually creating snd snstainiug mo- 
uopoly titles to the soil, ns to mines, as to 
forests, ‘as to watera aud fisheries, aa to 
niueuinery by patente, and all the other 
means of production, wombs included; 
it remains for us to bey another ques- 
tion, that of {he couversion of Gusern- 
meut by the ballot, to the antimovopoly 
side, It must be confessed that its toud- 
ences aro justthe other way and with a 
stiff current. 

But asit is the trangeondent virtue’ of 

ideas to rise ubovefacls,I will borrow 
with Mr. Hook, Houssain’s tapestry 
from the Arabian Nights, sod inflating 
our imaginary vehicle, we will soar 
above realities, in supposing ourself 
tu be Government, and. bent upon do- 
stroying monopoly iu tho soil, 
. Itis fortunato fur the wish that ia 
father to tho deed, that the landless are 
tho great majority and that their sensible 
interests opposed to tho monopoly of tho 
soil, 

This being the case, unless ono isin- 
apired with an exaggerated love of pay- 
ing toxos, or like Henry George, with 
the prospect gf, being some fino daya 
grent tax eater; it is dificult to under- 
stand why one wants Government to do 
anything olse than to quit making land 
grants or sustaining monopoly titles. 
If after withdrawing from usurpers of 
tho soll the aid of courts, police and 
armies; if were found that tho usurpers 
abd privativo monopolists excluded 
sottlers by morcenary troops, then it 
would bo in ordor to oppose to thesethe 
forces of government. 

Tho bod-rock principle in question, 
the acknowledgement of which would 
liberate all social forces, either private 
or public, ngalust the land monopoliat, 
is that pereonnl occupangy alone, with 
productive labor, usofulnuess and noed, 
give a just title to the soil, the force of 
which depouds upon its limitation, und 
is thereforo incompatible with oxtonsion 
by hireling labor beyond the needs of 
decent support fora family, whose own 
membors may not bo competent to cul- 
tivate their allotment, 

This natural principle accopted and 
doelaret, is in n great mensure colf 
executive, for it would bo diffientt far 
any untitled proprietor to holl land 
aguinst the pressure of scttlers, amoug 
whom saight be fonnd evou the soldiers 
he hud hired to defend his land, ‘Tae 
urea of ocuupaucy must vary with the 
numbera in family, or othurwias asao- 
ciated, aud with the productivity of dit- 
ferent svila aud sitos. ‘The greatest dit- 
ferauve t9 fouud betwean the girden ia a 
oityue contiguous tu ode, aud the area far 
the pasturapo ul vastus of outtle, ‘The 
allotinsut reapectivuly, ia a proper mab- 
tor fur tho dvetsiva of county courts 
or landoitisura of Losal uutouomio elva- 
tiun. Absolute equality 1a impussible, 
aud would be equally au under n systa w 
of gaverument rentals or of Jand taxivg, 
So much must be left in any caso tu the 
discretivn of oMyiala, whose judgment is 
fallible, aud who are biassed by many 
considerations in favor of or oguinst oer- 
tuin persons, 

Tn opining for the allotment by taxa- 
tion, Mr. Hook would thooretically, by 
graduating tho tax, combat speculation, 
while respecting the property of working 
farmors, Sach a tax would be intinitoly 
preferablo to the promiscuous and 
abusive taxation proposed by Henry 
Georgo but boing maialy of a prohibit- 
ory character it would not draw a large 
and continuous How of income into the 
treasury. It would not flatter tho official 
tax enters, or those who hope to becumo 
so, It would be harder to obtain a ma- 
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jority vota foe such a measure simply 
favoring justice, than for ono which like 
Goorye's, flattera groody political ambi- 
tions. Mr. Hook is uot crooked onough; 
his letter does not boar internal evidence 
of that happy combination of folly and 
kuuvory which Hts n man to bo agreat 
stutesmian in (his republic. Ho does nut 
know that taxationis acob-web which 
catches only the smalt flies, Le ia pere 
bapa unawure thut the hundred million 
acre grauls pay no taxes. He has not 
verified the statements before me that as 
arule the greatest real estates and iun- 
comes in cities aro assesed at a fourth or 
loss of thei: market vulues, His grudu- 
ated tax would iu a great meusare fail 
to secure its objout, by the dishovesty or 
incompetence of the officials employed 
in ita execution; bub even supposing it 
faithfully exocutod nt first, what guar- 
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
